Washington. June 6.—[Special.)—The 
President to-day decided to appoint 
Robert E. Woods postmaster at Louis¬ 
ville to succeed I»r. T H. Baker. The 
nomination will probably be sent to the 
Senate to-morrow and It Is expected 
that by the 15th of the month Mr. 
Woods will bo confirmed and will take 
charge of the Louisville post-office. 

The selection of Mr Woods brings to 
a close a long struggle during which 
the names of a score of candidates were 
considered with the result that Post¬ 
master General Cortelyou finally de¬ 
cided to recommend to the President 
the selection of Mr. Wood*. The Pres¬ 
ident. who long ago decided to leave 
the case entirely In the hands of the 
Postmaster General, at once said that 
he would make the appointment. 

• • • 

Entered a Week Ago. 

It Is understood here that Mr. Woods 
was not entered In the race for post¬ 
master until last Monday a week ago, 
wiien Dr. Baker announced that he 
would not longer make a fight to re¬ 
tain his position. Mr. Wood©, who 
has long been a personal friend of Dr. 
Baker, came to Washington last win¬ 
ter In his behalf. It Is believed he 
came up largely because Assistant 
Postmaster General Hitchcock Is his 
personal friend, the two having been 
classmates In la wschool here. Mr. 
Woods urged the reappointment of Dr. 
Baker nt Washington, and has done so 
consistently since. 

It Is said that Judge Du Belle, John 
Marshall and David W. Falrlelgh, of 
Louisville, are chiefly responsible for 
Ihe appointment of Mr. Woods, all hav¬ 
ing strongly urged It when Dr. Baker 
got out of the race. No petitions were 
•ent up for Mr. Woo^i, Ji Is believed 
that the friendship the Assistant Post¬ 
master General bore Mr. Woods helped 
In no small way to secure the ap¬ 
pointment for him. 

• • • 

Dr. Baker's Defeat. 

Dr Baker's turmlown Is n hard blow 
to the Yerkes-Emst faction, which has 
been Insisting from the beginning upon 
the reappointment of the Incumbent. 
Their views met with little response 
from the Post-office Department and 
they were later re-enforced by delega¬ 
tions from Louisville, which did Dr. 
Baker more hurm than good. It Is 
generally believed In Washington that 
George A. Newman 1* the Indirect 
cause of Postmaster Baker’s removal 
from the office. At any rate he was 
able to bring to bear Influences In this 
city which resulted In the defeat of 
Dr. Baker. At the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment It Is said that Postmaster Baker's 
record Is good and that he was not de¬ 
feated because he “went over the head” 
of the Postmaster General and through 
his friend devoted most of his time 
with the President. It Is only sluted 
In explanation of the change that con¬ 
ditions In Louisville wtr$ such as to 
make a change desirable and that Mr. 
Woods, who was not aligned with either 
faction, was the best available Repub¬ 
lican for # the place. 

• • • 

Was a 8chool Teacher. 

The selection of Mr. Woods Is par¬ 
ticularly gratifying to Washingtonians. 
Twenty years ago, Mr. Woods was a 
young school teacher In Elizabethtown. 

We came to Washington as a cU‘rk 
In the Pension office and by his merit 
and industry was shortly promoted. In 
the meantime he studied law nt the 
Columbian University and upon his 
graduation took all the honors of his 
das*. lie was considered one of the 
brightest men ever turned out by the 
university. Shortly after hn resigned 
Ids position In the Government serv¬ 
ice here and moved to Louisville, where 
!w has since been engaged in the prac¬ 
tice of law. That h.- will make an ef¬ 
ficient postmaster cannot be doubted. 

There was some talk In Washington 
to-night Hint Mr. Woods vvould not 
care to accept the office, as the salary 
\r probably under what he Is making 
in his profession. It p* taken for grunt¬ 
ed. however, that the Department se¬ 
cured his consent to accept before de¬ 
ciding to appoint him and that he win 
soon be in charge of the Louisville of¬ 
fice. 


University. Mr. Woods was graduated 

with honors from the Law Department. 

• • • 

Came to Louisville to Practice. 

After obtaining his license to practice 
law, Mr. Woods came In Louisville. He 
first entered the law office of Fnlrleigh 
& Strauss. He was subsequently as¬ 
sistant county attorney under John 
Fults. Jr. Eight years ago. the law firm 
of Barker A Woods was formed. The 
firm has offices In the Louisville Trust 
Building and enjoys a lucrative prac¬ 
tice. 

Ten years ago. Mr. Woods married 
Miss Jennie Harrison, of Lebanon, Ky. 
He has tw r o children. He resides at 
2109 Brook street. Personally. Robert 
Woods has always been popular, and 
has hosts of friends among those whose 
party affiliations were otherwise than 
with him. 

Mr. Woods has always been an ardent 
Republican and active In politics In 
Louisville. He was never regarded as 
an extreme partisan, although when 
he went Into a campaign he was futl 
of zeal and never gave up until ho had 
to. Mr. Woods was a candidate for 
Commonwealth's Attorney on tho Re¬ 
publican ticket In 1897, but wa< defeat¬ 
ed. In 1903. Mr. Woods was the Repub¬ 
lican nominee for Circuit Judge and 
was again defeated. Defeat never 
seemed to have had a depressing effe -t 
on him, and he w'us always ready to 

pick his flints and coine again. 

• • • 

Came as Surprise. 


Mr. Woods acknowiedged last night 
that the telegram announcing his ap¬ 
pointment was a great surprise to him. 
He said that he had never filed his ap¬ 
plication for the place and was con¬ 
fident that his appointment was the 
result of a compromise. He sold he had 
no plans and would not be In a condi¬ 
tion to talk on post-office affairs for 
some days yet. He will probably be¬ 
gin at once to familiarize himself with 
the details of his new' position and will 
no doubt, be the busiest man In Lou¬ 
isville In the way of receiving appli¬ 
cations for what few appointments In 
the office that do not come under the 
civil service law.

Glad Is Not a “Four Fluaher." 

“Robert Woods has long been both 
my personal and political friend," said 
Dr. T. H. Baker last night, “and I know 
of no man whom I would rather see 
succeed me as Postmaster of Louisville 
that Mr. Woods.

Chamberlain Re-elected Governor by 
Safe Majority. 

Portland. Ore , June 6,—George E. 
Chamberlain. Democrat, has been re¬ 
elected Governor of Oregon by a ma¬ 
jority of not less than l.OCH). and per¬ 
haps as much as 2.500 over Dr. James 
Withycombe, Republican. Jonathan 
Bourne. Jr . Republican, has received 
the popular nomination for United 
States Senator by probably a little over 
5.000 majority. W. R. Ellis, Republic¬ 
an. has teen chosen Congressman in the 
Second district by a large majority over 
J H. Qraham, Democrat, and W. C. 
Hawley. Republican, has a safe lead 
over C. V. Galloway In the First dis¬ 
trict. Woman suffrage was defeated 
by a tremendous majority. 


Indianapolis, June 5.—[Special.]— 
The party leaders and many of the del¬ 
egates to the Democratic State con¬ 
vention, which will be held on Thurs¬ 
day are In the city to-night, and all of 
the candidates are on hand. All the 
Indications point to an old fashioned 
meeting of the State Democracy, and 
general good feeling. The sentiment Is 
unanimous that the party will win In 
the State this year and that the vic¬ 
tory will be but preliminary to a na¬ 
tional victory two years hence. 

There have been many consultations 
over the several planks of the plat¬ 
form, but It cannot be said that any 
have been drafted except the one call¬ 
ing attention to the splendid record 
of William J. Bryan, and Indorsing him 
as the party candidate two years hence. 
One plank. It Is thought, will declare 
against the metropolitan police law 
as applied to cities by the Repub¬ 
licans. and a demand will be made for 
the enforcement of present laws rath¬ 
er than the enactment of new ones. 
It Is probable that the platform, while 
containing several planks, will be very 
short and much to the point. 

It Is thought probable that the Cox* 
Zenor fight will come before the con¬ 
vention when the credentials of the 
two sets of delegates from Floyd coun¬ 
ty come to be passed upon, and If It 
does there may be a very lively dis¬ 
cussion. As a rule, however, the ac¬ 
tion of the State convention In that 
controversy Is Indorsed by the party, 
and It is not apprehended that any bad 
feeling will result. 

The convention will be called to or¬ 
der at 9 o'clock Thursday morning, and 
Benjamin F. Shively, fbnner Con* 
gressman. and candidate for Gover 
nor In 1896, will preside and deliver the 
keynote speech of the campaign. It 
Is expected to adopt the platform and 
nominate the ticket In one day. 

ARKANSAS DEMOCRATS 

Effect Temporary Organization After 
Stormy Session. 

Hot Springs. Ark.. June 5.—The 
Democratic State convention convened 
at 10:30 o'clock this morning, and after 
a stormy session effected only a tem 
porary organization, with Judge J. W.

Few two hours during the afternoon, 
while plans were on foot for the tem¬ 
porary organization. pandemonium 
reigned and the presiding officer lost 
entire control of the convention.

“enemy" Is gradually getting nearer. 
He said that the time was at hand for 
the liquor dealers to arise and defend 
themselves or they would be wiped out 
of existence for lack of an adequate 
defense, when they had the right on 
their side. 

R. N. Wathen, of Lebanon, urged 
unity of Action, and said that though 
he was a distiller of bottled-in-bond 
whisky, he did not think he had the 
right to do anything to the detriment 
of the blender. He said that unity of 
action In all thing* was necessary for 
the success of the association and said 
that In the major portion the delegates 
were one and that they certainly were 
one In the matter of facing the common 
foe.

Freiberg for Tracts. 


Dllionvale, O.. June With a total 
of ab*»ut 1,150 members of the Ohio Na¬ 
tional Guard, comprising the pick of 
two regiments of the State militia on 
guard, quiet reigns to-night In this and 
other mining villages of this section. 
The troops began arriving at an early 
hour to-day and to-night the main body 
of them are bivouacked on the hills 
surrounding the Bradley mine, the 
property of the United States Coal 
Company, one and one-half miles south 
of fmlthfleld. The soldiery Is under the 
Immediate commajid of Brig. Gen. J. C. 
Speaks, wrho has established headquar¬ 
ter* Just outside of the mining village 
of Bradley. 

At the office* of the coal companies 
It was announced to-night that all of 
the guards or private detectives whoa? 
presence at the mines Is alleged to have 
been the cause of the riot Sunday, have 
been relieved of duty and that the mil¬ 
itary will be In full control of the 
mines Until further notice. 

There was no outward display of hos¬ 
tility on the part of the miners on the 
arrival of the State troops, and officials 
of the miners’ organization say there 
w'Hl be no trouble between them and 
the soldiers. The miners sat around 
to-day on the hills and watched the 
militia ns they unloaded and w»ent Into 
camp without any expression of ani¬ 
mosity, and the lenders deny very stren¬ 
uously reports that they had become 
disheartened by failure to receive the 
weekly strike benefits, and were ready 
to quit the struggle. Harry Harrlmon. 
secretary of the Brn/lley mine local, 
was among the miners during the day 
urging them to “stand pat." and says 
they will do so without exception. 

A report widely circulated that one 
of the men shot Sunday nlgty had died 
to-day was officially denied, as w’oa also 
a report that four minors were shot. 

Will Discuss Arbitration. 

Columbus. O.. June 5.—The proposi¬ 
tion made by the Ohio operators to sub¬ 
mit the question of wage* In the Ohio 
mines to arbitration, will be considered 
to-morrow by the miners in State con¬ 
vention. The Joint scale committee ad¬ 
journed this afternoon to give the 
miners an opportunity to submit the 
proposition to tho convention. 


Cynthlana. Ky.. June 5.—The second 
trial of Curtis Jett, charged with the 
murder of Town Marshal James Cock¬ 
rell at Jackson. Ky.. In July. 1902. will 
begin here to-mormw\ The case was 
called for trial to-day, but on account 
of the absence of witnesses the case 
went over until to-m6rrow. Only six 
of the twenty-four witnesses summoned 
appeared In court to-day. 

Jett In his first trial for the murder 
of Cockrell w as convicted and sentenced 
to death, but was granted a new trial 
by the Court of Appeals. William Brit¬ 
ton was semenced to a life term In the 
penitentiary* for the same crime and Is 
now In Jail at Lexington, pending the 
action of the Court of Appeals In his 
cast. 

Charged With Horsestealing. 

Glasgow, Ky., June 5.—[Special. )— 
George Chapman, a while man twenty- 
one years old, was arrested here this 
morning by Town Mnr*hnl W. H. Col¬ 
lins, charged with stealing a hors* from 
O. W. Thompson, a merrhnnt at Savo¬ 
yard. He was taken back to Meicalfe 
county by the officer this- afternoon. 


The first tw’o sessions of the annual 
convention of the National Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers* Association, which 
opened Ih Louisville yesterday, were 
marked by the adoption In the morn¬ 
ing of nn address to the people of 
United Btates, declaring that the as¬ 
sociation Is In favor of the destruction 
of the low dive and the prevention of 
drunkenness, and at night by a heat¬ 
ed debate on the question of whether It 
Is more advisable to continue the go call¬ 
ed system of education or to go Into 
politics actively and fight for friendly 
representatives In public bodle*. 

The address to the people of the 
United Btates was prepared by the 
members of the local Executive Com¬ 
mittee and was presented to the con¬ 
vention by Marlon R Tttylor, as chair¬ 
man of that committee. It was adopted 
by an unanimous rising vote, marking 
the successful culmination of an effort 
that has been made continuously for 
several years by many members of the 
association. 

The debate last night followed the 
reading of the report of the general 
manager of the Protective Bureau, In 
which It was set forth that the only 
successful way of combating the forces 
opposed to the Interests of the whole¬ 
sale liquor dealers, w’ns by a wide sys¬ 
tem of education, carried on mainly by 
the distribution of tracts, setting forth 
the arguments advanced by the asso¬ 
ciation. It wag set forth that wide re¬ 
sults already have been gained and that 
evidences of the success of the sys¬ 
tem were plainly visible In statistics 
presented In the report. It was urged 
that the bureau was hampered only by 
the lack of funds; that It could do a 
greater service If It had a better sup¬ 
port. 

• • • 

Urges Entering Politics. 

Nathan M. Url. of I^oulsrille. lighted 
the fuse that resulted In oratorical ex¬ 
plosion. which 4 continued through the 
session, which was adjourned at 11:30 
o’clock without any decision having 
been reached. Mr. Url declared that 
few persons read tracts and that the 
members of the association should go 
Into active practical polittes and should 
employ the money now being expended 
upontracts lnaldlng In electing to office 
men w'ho are friendly to the liquor In¬ 
terests. He said that the liquor Inter¬ 
ests did not have a friend In the House 
of Repreaentatlve of Kentucky at the 
session last winter and that ft w*as 
practically without any friends In the 
administration of the State's affairs, 
lie rfald the convention should have 
met in executive session. 

Cyrus C. Turner, general manager of 
the Protective Bureau, replied to Mr. 
Url, saying that Mr. Url did not under¬ 
stand the situation as It really existed 
In regard to tracts. He said that Mr. 
Url and other busy men might not 
be Interested in tracts, but that the 
farmer, who has little work to do In 
the winter, reads them carefully; that 
the farmers of the country are after 
alll the controllers of the elections and 
that the work being down by the bu¬ 
reau was laying a foundation for the 
accomplishment of permanent and ul¬ 
timate results. He explained that the 
Anti-saloon League hod made Its cam¬ 
paign with tracts and that It has gone 
before the people and convinced them 
simply because only one side of the 
question was presented. He argued 
that the work In State Legislatures is 
the work of the State organizations and 
that the education of the people at 
large for the final accomplishment of 
general and widespread results Is the 

w'ork of the national association.

The Case of Kentucky. 

E. M Babbitt, of Louisville, took the 
floor and defended the position taken 
by Mr. Url, describing his work at

J. Walter Freiberg, of Cincinnati, for¬ 
mer preld^nt of the association, defend¬ 
ed the tract system. He said that one 
of the great difficulties encountered by 
the bureau was that It had to educate 
Its own people as well as the public at 
large. He said that the education Is 
the foundation and not the superstruc¬ 
ture. and asserted that the association 
would lose Its most valuable depart¬ 
ment if It gave up the Protective Bu¬ 
reau. 

Leopold Einstein, of Cincinnati, told 
of the work done with tracts In Ohio, 
and expressed his opllnons on the sub¬ 
ject. Sun^el Grabfelder said that the 
tract system Is good but not sufficient. 
He made several telling arguments. 
Then followed the exchange of short 
arguments between the two sides and 
the session at length was adjourned. 

Prior to the debate the reports of the 
officers of the national organization 
were read and referred to the usdnt 
channel*. The delegates spent the aft¬ 
ernoon at Rlverview Park, where they 
enjoyed an old-fashioned barbecue.

COAL AND OIL INQUIRY RE¬ 
SUMED IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Contrary to Expectation President 
Cassatt Does not Apear as 
Witness. 


Philadelphia. June 5.—Contrary to ex¬ 
pectations. President Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania railroad did not appear 
before the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission to-day when It resumed Its In¬ 
vestigation of the alleged connection of 
railroads with the soft coal and oil In¬ 
terests. Commissioner Clements said 
the Investigation had not reached the 
stage that demanded the testimony of 
Mr Cassatt, and he was unable to say 
whether his appearance would be re¬ 
quired by the commission. 

The examination of the officials of 
the >few York Central railroad occu¬ 
pied all of the morning session and a 
part of the afternoon session. It d e - 
vekipod that no employes or officials 
of tho company held stock In coal min¬ 
ing or oil companies. Vice President E. 
V \V. Rosslter testified, however, that 
the Beech Creek Coal and Coke Com¬ 
pany had presented the railroad with 
6.000 shares of stock, par value $100. 
“for traffic reasons." Later, when the 
Beech Creek Company was merged with 
the Pennsylvania Coal and Coke Com¬ 
pany. this stock was surrendered, the 
railroad receiving $L 6 QO ,000 worth of 
stock In the latter company. The day's 
proceedings brought out no revelations 
of a sensational character.

THE CHATTERSON ORDINANCE. 


By a vote of 14 to 2 Charles D Greer 
was last night elected president of 
the lower hoard of the General Coun¬ 
cil over S. S. Blitz, the incumbent. In 
calling upon Councilman Kerr to pre¬ 
side during the election Mr. Blitz 
stated that he declined to sit on ac¬ 
count of the Irregularity and "Inde¬ 
cency” of the procedure. When hi* 
name was placed in nomination for 
the presidency of th© body to succeed 
himself, after Mr. Greer's name had 
been placed in nomination by Council¬ 
man Shepard, Mr. Blitz sprang to his 
feet and declared that he was not a 
candidate, and that he did not want 
anyone to cast a vote for him. Besides 
Mr. Greer the only member who cast 
a vote for Mr. Blitz was Councilman 
Sanders. Three members of the low¬ 
er board refused to vote. The new 
president will take his seat In Novem¬ 
ber. five months hence. 

About a month ago a movement was 
on foot to elect Mr. Greer, but friends 
of Mayor Barth prevailed on the mem¬ 
bers to defer action. It wa* thought 
that nothing would be done until next 
November, and the action of the lower 
board last night came as * surprise to 
the friends of toe Mayor.

Chatterson Ordinance Passed. 


Without a dissenting vote, the Chat¬ 
terson ordinance, as amended by the 
Revision Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, w'aa passed by that body 
last night. The only material changes 
in the ordinance, as amended, from the 
original ordinance providing for the 
sale of electric lighting franchise*. Is 
an added section providing that the 
provisions of any general underground 
ordinance now In effect or vyhloh may 
hereafter become a law. so far as they 
apply to the authorizing, regulating, 
and maintaining of wires underground, 
shall become a part of thU ordinance, 
and an Increase of the amount of pen¬ 
alty for the violation of any provision 
of the ordinance. It will now be neces¬ 
sary for the ordinance, as amended by 
the upper board, to be brought up 

again before the lower board. 

• • • 

Underground Wires Ready for Mayor 

The underground wire ordinance, a* 
amended by the lower board. w*as 
adopted last night by the upper board, 
and needs only the signature of Mayor 
Paul C. Barth and Owen Tyler, pres¬ 
ident of the oBard of Aldermen, before 
It becomes effective. 

When It came to taking a vote on the 
Catterson ordinance as amended by 
the Revision Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. W. W. Barnes mad© th© 
statement that it was his belief that 
the amendments had been made only 
to cause a delay In the pn*suge of the 
ordinance. He intimated that Samuel 
A. Lederman. chairman of the Revis¬ 
ion Committee, had willfully sought to 
obstruct th© ordinance. 

Mr. Lederman resented the charge, 
but said he ««w no reason for acting 

hastily on the ordinance.

Remarkable Scenes of Disorder Fol¬ 
low Discussion of Agra¬ 
rian Question. 


St. Petersburg. June 5.—A remark¬ 
able scene of disorder In the lower 
house of Parliament marked to-day's 
debate on the agrarian question w'hlch 
was taken up owing to the delay In the 
presentation of the report on the draft 
of th© law’ providing for the abolition 
of the death penalty. 

Assistant Interior Minister Gurko, 
speaking In the behalf of interior Min¬ 
ister Btolypln, and M. Stichlnsky, Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture, attempted to con¬ 
tinue their arguments against Socialism 
begun June 1, but were continually In¬ 
terrupted by crie* of ••resign.” 

Throughout the debata a steady un¬ 
der current of obstructive noises 
drowned the voice* of the officials. The 
demonstration, organized by the Rad¬ 
ical* continued until the minister*, 
speaking through Prince Dolgorouskoff.

ORDINANCE AMENDED, 

Then Passed by Unanimous Vote In 
Board of Aldermen. 

Nine members responded to their 
names when the upper board was call¬ 
ed to order by President Owen Tyler 
last night at 8:20 o'clock. Alderman 
Miller Introduced a resolution, which 
was adopted, declaring St. John’s Day, 
June 23. a half holiday. 

Alderman Lederman. of the Revision 
Committee, reported favorably on the 
amendment relative to underground 
wires. The amendment provides that 
all signal wires, such ns those pertain¬ 
ing to call boxes, may be stretched 
across streets, it being discretionary 
with the Board of Public Safety, how¬ 
ever. as to what streets shall be crossed 
with these wires. After the amend¬ 
ment had been favorably voted upon 
the ordinance was put to a vpte and 
passed unanimously. 

Mr. Lederman then introduced a sub* 
stltute ordinance for the Chatterson 
ordinance, providing for the sale of 
electric lighting franchise*. The only 
amendments to the original ordinance 
was an added section which In sub¬ 
stance soys that the provision of any 
general underground ordinance now in 
effect ur which may hereafter become a 
law. so for as they apply to the au¬ 
thorizing. regulating and maintaining 
of wires underground, shall become a 
part of this ordinance, and a change 
In the amount of penalty for the vio¬ 
lation of provision* of the ordinance 
from $5 to $50. for each offense to $10 
to $100 for each offense. In order that 
the penalty may conform with that 
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uttached fo violations of provisions 1i 
the general underground wire urdl 
nance passed la at night. 

Before u vote was taken on the pass- 
age of the ordinance as amended Al 
derniun Barnes sprang to hto feet «n f 
an id he could see nothing in the amend¬ 
ments made by the Revision Commit!** 
except a delay in the passage of th» 
ordinance. He scored Mr. Lederman 
on his delay In reporting the ordinance 
and said that the proposed amend 
mctus would only oaus** the ordinance* 
to revert hack to the loner hoard, 
where more amendments might be add¬ 
ed. necessitating additional time In th* 
passage of the' ordinance.

THIRTY-FIVE GRADUATES FROM 
NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Address to the Class on the Aims of 
Teaching by Dr. E. L. 
Powell. 


A large assemblage of friends and 
relatives attended the graduation exer¬ 
cises of the Normal School In tbs chupel 
of the Girls' High School last night. 
It was the thirty-first annual com¬ 
mencement and thirty-five young ladles 
ware awarded diploma?. The musical 
programme under the direction of Prof. 
Karl Schmidt anti with Miss Vivian 
Tracy as the leader of the chorus, was 
a feature of the entertainment. 

The exercises were opened with an 
Invocation offered by the Rev. James 
M. Fisher. The address was delivered 
by the Rev. E. L Powell, pastor of th* 
First Christian church. His theme was 
"Teachers anti Teaching." He said in 
part: "Teaching consists not solely In 
the telling or hearing of a ltiflon, but 
In the lodging of Information In the 
mind of the pupil. The personality of 
the teacher to far more important In 
this work than the Imparting of In¬ 
formation. There are three elements 
necessary to success in teaching—love, 
or sympathy with the child; knowledge 
of the subject to be taught, and inspir¬ 
ation, the factor that will develop self- 
respect, ambition and determination In 
the pupil. The art of teaching to the 
most difficult art to acquire, and the 
material dealt with—child life—imeds 
the greatest cure. Children arc more 
and more being turned over to the care 
of the teacher, and much of the train¬ 
ing that should be given at home to 
now expected of the teacher. Consider¬ 
ing the responsibility of the teacher, 
the labor and the preparation required 
for this profession, the members are 
greatly underpaid, and great enthusi¬ 
asm and strong character alone con 
explain the results attained."

OPENING SESSION. 

President’s Report and Address to 

the People of the United States. 

When thc first session of the annual 
convention of the National Wholesale 
Liquor Healers' Association was called 
together In the large dining-room of 
the Galt House yesterday at noon. 411 
delegates were present. A. J. Sunsteln. 
of Pittsburg, president of the asso¬ 
ciation. was in the chair. By his side 
sat W. M. Murphy, of Chicago, the 
first vice president. Marlon E. Taylor, 
of Louisville, the second vice president, 
hud a promlnncnt seat, and David 
Stauber. of Pittsburg, the secretary, 
was at his desk. It was decided to ad¬ 
mit the representatives or the press to 
thc convention. 

After thv preliminaries Mr. Sun- 
stein. the president read hla annual 
report, which wns heard with great 
Interest, and he was interrupted with 
applaus- several times. Mr. Murphy 
moved that the report be received and 
referred to a special committer for 
proper action. The motion wns put 
by Mr. Taylor and was carried unani¬ 
mously. Mr. Taylor declining to ask for 
the “noes/' which apparently would 
have been useless formality. 

Samuel Ombffildtr, formerly of 
Louisville, but whose home Is now In 
Philadelphia, was cheered as he step¬ 
ped forward to read the report of *hr 
Executive Committee. This report w. * 
received and referred. 

Mr. Taylor then took the floor an l 
announced that the local Executive 
Committee, after due deliberation, h.ui 
drafted an address to the people of 
the United States covering the a.tltud** 
and principles of the association lit r< - 
gard to various public question* in 
direct connection with the liquor busi¬ 
ness. He introduced the address by 
reading a letter to the conveuti >n, 
w ritten by him as chairman of the **»cai 
Executive Committee.

WAS ADDICTED TO DRINK. 


A noble Impute* to protect two little 
girl oomp&niona from Insult, coat *ix- 
teen-ycor-old John O. S. HaJl hte Ufe 
lo*t night. In the prewenoe of a ocore of 
boy* and girl playmate*, he wa* stabbed 
through Ihe heart by William Woolfolk. 
aged twenty-one year*, and with hte life¬ 
blood *t ream Ing down the boeom of hte 
•hire, he ran to hi* home a abort dis¬ 
tance away and fell dead at the feet 
of hte father. Dr. 8. Johrmon Hall, of ?0* 
Earn Market atreet. Woolfolk. after com¬ 
mitting the deed, coolly replaced the 
knife ln hla pocket, utaggered Into a near¬ 
by aalooh and ordered a drink, but before 
he was nerved called up a friend on the 
telephone, and wa* captured with the 
receiver to hi* ear by Detectlvwa Mo run 
and Ahern.

Resented Insult to Girl. 


According to those who wltneeaed the 
atabblng. it wa* without Justification. 
Young Hall and several playmate*, 
among them two little girl*, were stand¬ 
ing near the curb at the »outhw**t cor¬ 
ner of Market and Clay afreet*, when 
Woolfork. who 1* known among the 
proached the group and began to use pro¬ 
fane language. HaJl, it to eald. urged him 
go away, but Woolfork Juet then 
knocked one of the little girl* on her 
elbow, which caused her to cry with 
pain. Hall then, it I* said, took off h»* 
coat with tho Intention of punlahlng 
Woolfork. A boy cried out “Look out for 
him, he ha* a knife.” Woolfork then, ac¬ 
cording to Charlie linker, a nlne-ycar- 
old boy who witnessed the affair, 
whipped a knife from hi* pocked. ru*hed 
up to Hall and stabbed him once. Hall 
ran to hi* home and. bruahlng hurriedly 


hto mother, who wa* sitting on the 
porch, staggered into hi* father** office 
and cried. “Father. I’m atabbed.” 

Dr. Hall wa* seated at hi* desk in con- 
veraaUon with two patient* and before 
coxild rise from hte chair the boy 
dropped to the floor. He wo* bleeding 
badly. HI* father Immediately applied 
restorative*, but the boy had ceased to

The murdered boy wa* Dr. Hall'* only 
sun and hte parent* are distracted with 
grlrvf. He wa* a great favorite In th# 
neighborhood and universally liked among 
hto playmutc* Many were the expres¬ 
sion* of grief and sorrow among the chil¬ 
dren who had heon hto «?ompaiUona, whea 
the new* of hi* death reached them.

The larger the city becomes the great- 
or the need of “breathing spots.” With 
the growth of the city come also the 
Utilization of all bare lots for building 
purposes and the enormous Increase In 
the value of real estate. So that the 
greater the need the greater the diffi¬ 
culty and higher the cost of acquiring 
suitable ground for Interior parks. 

Louisville now has a magnificent sys¬ 
tem of parks, but the time will come 
when the system, especially the group 
of small Interior parks, will be Inade¬ 
quate to the necessities of the popula¬ 
tion. Now Is the time to provide agnJnat 
such a contingency. Now is the time 
to acquire the Caldwell property. It 
Will be most useful for coming genera¬ 
tions. but It will be Jum as useful to 
the girls and boys of the present. 

Somehow. Louisville has not been as 
fortunate as some of the other Amer¬ 
ican cities In being the recipient of 
splendid public gifts, although there 
have been a number of most acceptable 
and generous bestowals, which the pub¬ 
lic has appreciated thoroughly. But 
there have been few gifts of exceptional 
munificence. Wealth has been accumu¬ 
lated In plenty, but It has not resulted 
tn many philanthropic Impulses. In his 
letter to the Board of Park Commis¬ 
sioners Col. Andre%v Cowan expresses 
disappointment that the “Kentucky la¬ 
dles of wealth and distinguished fam¬ 
ilies” did not present the vacant 
square to the city for a park and. as 
an alternative, he suggests that some 
Kentuckian of large means take ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity to bestow 
upon the people of Louisville the lot, to 
be made Into a pork bearing his name. 
It would be a noble gift. Indeed. 

As a last resort Col. Cowan suggests 
that a popular subscription be taken for 
funds with which to purchase the 
ground, adding that he himself will 
contribute. If there is no other way. 
this course should be followed. It would 
be a pity for the Caldwell lot to take 
Any other form than that of a public 
park.

Here Is a wide divergence in state¬ 
ments from two steadfast champions of 
protection. 

The fact is. Senator Aldrich Is frank, 
while Mr. Dalzell Is not. 

But. assuming, for Argument, that Mr. 
Dalzell is right, what docs It signify? 
Why. It means that at high and higher 
figures American producers are able to 
compete In foreign markets with for¬ 
eign competitors. If It Is possible for 
them to “get sway” with the foreign-! 
ers at such prices, why Is a high tariff 


Arthur Pue Gorman. * 

Although the desperate nature of the 
Illness of the Senator from Maryland 
was generally understood, his death, 
which was announced yesterday morn¬ 
ing. will shock the country. 

He was a potential figure standing in 
the foreground of the nation’s thought 
and eye, and his removal creates a 
void. In Democratic party affairs It 
leaves a vacant place which muy never 
be filled and cannot be filled at once. 
From the business of the Senate it 
takes away a man of peculiar charac¬ 
ter and aptitudea— the only man on the 
Democratic side fully equal to cope 
with men like Aldrich and Spooner and 
Foraker, the giants on the Republican 
side; for Gorman could think and speak 
and act, never lost his feet or hft» head, 
did always the best that could be done, 
and was as faithful and undoubting a 
Democrat as has at any time led the 
party In either of the two houses of 
Congress. 

No mun In public life the last two 
decades bus been so much misrepre¬ 
sented and misconceived as Arthur Pue 
Gorman. He was & high-minded, pure 
and able Statesman. His life was be¬ 
yond reproach. Whether as a Senator, 
or as a citizen, he was equally and al¬ 
ways the gentleman and the upright 
man. Yet was he assailed by his en¬ 
emies as a “spoilsman” and “trickster,” 
capable of all manner of political vil¬ 
lainy. whilst, not Infrequently, mem¬ 
bers of his own party held him to ac¬ 
count for delinquencies and disap¬ 
pointments of which he was as Inno¬ 
cent as they were themselves. 

He lived In dangerous times. He 
dwelt In a storm-center. From first to 
last he wits handicapped by his en¬ 
vironment; nor did he ever receive any 
appreciable or adequate help from his 
party, or Its leaders, his own leader¬ 
ship accorded him grudgingly by some, 
denied him altogether by others, and 
achieved because of his transcendent 
fitness. His very modesty was often 
quoted against him. 

Maryland came out of the era of Re¬ 
construction an uncertain quantity. 
From the advent of the Tariff issue the 
State was more than doubtful. It was 
Gorman’s power as an organizer and 
his talent as a leader which held It 
Democratic until the Free Silver Craze 
swept the ground from under him; 
though even then, he did not despair, 
three years later recovering all that 
hud been lost snd returning to hfs old 
place as Democratic leader of the Sen¬ 
ate, all to welcome him, none to dis¬ 
pute. 

It is too early to review his career. 
Standing by his bier, let no Democrat 
fall to honor his memory. He was a 
great man and a good man, a great 
Democrat and a good Democrat. 


The Prosperity Argument 

On the 23d of May. Mr. Landis, of In¬ 
diana, made a carefully prepared 
speech on the tariff. The House was 
In committee of the whole, considering 
the Diplomatic and Consular Appro¬ 
priation Bill, with which the tariff ha* 
a very remote connection If any at all, 
but that made no difference. A reply 
was made by Mr. Williams, of Missis¬ 
sippi, the minority leader. Both speech¬ 
es were held for revision, and have 
only lately appeared. 

The tenor of the Landis speech is 
Indicated by a sentence placed at the 
beginning: “Let well enough alone, 
for there are all kinds of work for all 
kinds of men.” In other words, the 
argument was that protective tariffs 
produce prosper!ty, and that low tar¬ 
iffs. or rather tariff* somewhat lower 
than the highest, produce adversity. He 
told of the bad times In 1884. of the visit 
of Coxy’s army to Washington, and 
other things in the same category, 
which have become very familiar. The 
Inference which he desired to draw was 
that the highest of all tariffs, the high¬ 
er the belter, made everybody prosper¬ 
ous, and that a little abatement from 
the sky-high rates, such as w T ere made 
In some cases by the Wilson bill as 
amended In the Senate, caused adver¬ 
sity. But the visit of Coxy's army oc¬ 
curred while the McKinley art. the 
highest tariff ever enacted up to that 
time, was In full operation, and all that 
Mr. Landis said was In fact 
an argument against a high 
tariff, so far as It had any real 
relation to the question of a tarff at all. 
It was an argument to prove (he hor¬ 
rors of a somewhat lower, but very 
high protective tariff from events that 
occurred when the highest of 
all tariffs up to that time was in full 
operation. The argument was a full 
confession by Mr. Landis that nothing 
can be said against the reduction of 
the tnrlff except by citing the miseries 
that occur under the highest of all tar¬ 
iffs and ascribing them to free trade. 
It Is Impossible to believe that Mr. 
Landis did this by mistake. He did It 
from the necessity of the occasion. He 
was ordered to make a speech In fa¬ 
vor of protection and he did It by 
falsely and consciously ascribing to free 
trade the miseries that happened un¬ 
der the highest tariff ever enacted up 
to that time. In doing this he did 
something more than deliberately to 
try to falsify the facts of history. He 
admitted also thnt the stand-put policy 
cannot be Justified or excused without 
falsifying the facts of history. Ac¬ 
cordingly, he falsified as the only pos¬ 
sible way In which a vicious and thiev¬ 
ing tariff policy can be defended. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, 
replied to this speech at once. He real¬ 
ized and said that this was a misfor¬ 
tune, been upp he hiid no time to fortify 
himself with names, dates and statis¬ 
tics which would support his argument. 
For all that, he was able to expose 


the bad logic of Mr. Landis In ascrib¬ 
ing to the Wilson act the miseries that 
happened tinder the McKinley bill. But 
he also exposed the fallacy which Is 
known as pool hoc ergo propter hoo— 
that a following event Is necessarily 
caused by one that precedes IL The 
argument of Mr. Landis was. In sub¬ 
stance. "We have prosperity and we 
have a protective tariff.” Nobody de¬ 
nies either of these propositions. “But.” 
said Mr. Williams. ”we have prosper¬ 
ity and we have had an earthquake In 
Son Francisco. ‘ We have prosperity 
and we have & bad apple crop. We 
itave prosperity and we have lots of 
pulmonary afflictions, and the pulmon¬ 
ary afflictions and the earthquake and 
the tariff are about equally shown to be 
the cause of our prosperity.” He also 
recalled the distress In 1867 and a 
panic in 1877, along with a high tariff. 
Just as we had a panic In 1593 under 
a high tariff. 

The argument was made, as it has 
frequently been made, that millions of 
Immigrants came to thl* country be¬ 
cause wages are higher here than In 
foreign lands. But Mr. Williams very 
appropriately said that they caine In 
colonial days, when we had no tariff 
and were virtually compelled to trade 
only with Great Britain; they came In 
the early days of the Republic under a 
revenue tariff; they continued to come 
under all sorts of tariffs, although 
there were checks in the tide at limes, 
sometime* under low tariffs, mostly 
under those that were high. There 
never was & time, from the earliest set¬ 
tlement of the country under Ute 
adoption of the Constitution, when 
wages wens not higher here than In 
Europe. Some of Mr. Williams' dates 
were not quite correct, owing to his 
speaking on tfte spur of the moment, 
but the general Idea was well illus¬ 
trated. Then he told of the thousands 
who were leaving Iowa and other 
States, to go tq Canada, where they 
could better their condition, although 
Canada has no Dlngley law. but a com¬ 
paratively low tariff. 

The truth Is we hnve had prosperity 
under all sorts of tariffs, and equally 
we have had ptfnlcs. The difference In 
the rate of wages Is due to the Im¬ 
mense opportunities which this coun¬ 
try ha* presented to the laboring man. 
In Europe the highest wages are paid 
by England, which Is called a free 
trade country, though It has some high 
tariffs for revenue only. But the tact 
remains that In order to find a pre¬ 
tense that free trade produces misfor¬ 
tune, the stand-pat men go to a time 
when the McKinley ac|: was In full op¬ 
eration. No mortal man has ever 
shown where anybody's wages were 
ever raised under tt^t law, but millions 
had them decreased. The so-called 
prosperity argument I* something worse 
than a fallacy; It is a bold and un¬ 
scrupulous attempt to pervert the 
facts of history to induce the American 
people to acquiesce patiently In be¬ 
ing pl^ves of unscrupulous combines 
authorized by law to deny “the square 
deal” to the people. 


The Canal Problem. 

Some Idea of the change In com¬ 
merce that will be made by the con¬ 
struction of the Panama canal may be 
had by referring to the history of the 
Suez canal. Previous to Its opening all 
attempts to ship wheat from India to 
Europe by way of the Cape of Good 
Hope, had failed from the heating of 
the grain during the long voyage and 
the loss from weevil In the cargo. As 
soon as the canal was opened for trade 
It was found practical to ship wheat 
by that route and u great trade sprang 
up, which has increased steadily and 
has been a source of great profit to In¬ 
dia. The total traffic through the canal 
the first year after opening showed 486 
vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
438,000. At the present time the annual 
number of ships is about 4.000, with a 
tonnage of about 10,000,000. A better 
conception of the magnitude of this 
commerce can be formed when It Is 
known that the foreign tonnage enter¬ 
ing the port of New* York Is less than 
9.000,000 a year. There Is but one canal 
In the world w*hlch exceeds this exhibit, 
and that Is the Sault Rte. Marie canal 
connecting Lake Superior and Lake Hu¬ 
ron. But neither of these compares with 
the Panama canal in the facilities It 
will afford for the trade which will be 
attracted by it. The Suez canal, ninety 
miles long, lockless and free from dan¬ 
gers In its passage, shqytens the route 
of travel and commerce between the 
Far East. Europe and the Western 
world by rendering It unnecessary to 
double the Cape of Good Hope. It 
proved of special value to England In 
the Boer war and to Ruasla in the war 
with Japan. The progress of Japan, the 
awakening of China and the extension 
of European trade to that quarter of 
the globe give promise of a still further 
Increase of tonnage In the canal. The 
exhibit of the Sault Ste. Marie canal, 
which Is but a mile and & half long, 
has none of the world features of the 
8uez canal a* a medium of passage for 
foreign traffic, although showing the 
largest tonnage. Much of this consists 
of raw products, as grain from the 
Northwest and Canada and Iron ore 
from the Lake Superior mines for the 
furnaces and steel works of Chicago. 
Cleveland and other points. The steam¬ 
ers and towboats In this trade make 
short and frequent trips and hence the 
tonnage of raw material foots up 
heavily. The development of Western 
Canada has also added largely to the 
general traffic passing through the ca¬ 
nal. 

But the Panama canal, when open 
for traffic, will far surpass both of 
these passageways In the magnitude of 
Its business if It proves a safe passage 
between the oceans. It will do away 
with the necessity of doubling Cape 
Horn, and for much of Europe seek¬ 
ing trade with the Pacific will supplant 
the Suez canal as a route to China 
and Japan from avoiding the heat of 


the tropical seas and the typhoons 
which render their navigation danger¬ 
ous. The chief apprehension Is In the 
(lunger, if a lock system Is adopted, 
with an elevation of sixty or eighty 
feet to overcome, that accidents may 
occur which would wreck the whole 
work and Involve its reconstruction 
upon the sea level plan. Competent 
engineers have called attention to this 
so specifically as to amount almost to 
a demonstration. The passage of great 
vessels through locks will ren¬ 
der them liable, in being lifted 
or lowered, to collide heavily with the 
locks and If with sufficient force to 
detach or seriously damage those 
at high elevations. The water thus set 
free would wreck those below 
without possibility of repair. Then it 
would become necessary to resort to 
the sea level plan at Increased cost and 
still greater delay. 

The whole efficacy of the Panama 
canal as the highway of a traffic to 
which that of no other waterway can 
compare turns upon the construction 
of a safe and rapid passway for for 
the commerce of the world. It is all 
ready and only waiting for the fortu¬ 
nate day when It can cross the Isth¬ 
mus in a few hours instead of requiring 
a long and circuitous voyage. It is a 
problem which has been debated from 
a period following close after Balboa's 
discovery of the Pacific. Nearly a cen¬ 
tury and a quarter ago the fertile 
inlnd of Jefferson discussed It from a 
practical standpoint and suggested 
that all which was notes wiry to se¬ 
cure a sea level canal was to cut a 
ditch at sea level from ocean to ocean 
and let the waters of the Atlantic into 
It. The force of the Equatorial cur¬ 
rent from the East, he affirmed, would 
soon cut & navigable channel and in 
time widen It Into a strait through 
which vessels could pass as freely as 
through the Strait of Gibraltar. It 
Is unfortunate In this day of advanced 
science that there should be such ir¬ 
resolution In regard to the plan of con¬ 
struction for a work In which the 
whole world Is Interested.

Washington, June 5.—The Senate to¬ 
day passed the Naval Appropriation 
Bill and also gave consideration to the 
conference report on the Railroad Rate 
Bill. The only Important amendment 
made to the naval bill was one requir¬ 
ing the Secretary of the Navy to sub¬ 
mit the plans of the proposed big war¬ 
ship to Congress before proceeding 
with Its consideration. The bill car¬ 
ries a total appropriation of 8102.117,070. 

There is no doubt that the rate bill 
will be sent back to conference. Sen¬ 
ator Tillman admitted there were some 
changes in conference which could not 
be Justified under the rules, but said 
they had been necessary In order to 
make the bill harmonious. 

Mr. Foraker indicated a purpose to 
Insist upon an explanation of the 
changes made by the conferees In 
including lateral or branch lines 
among those upon whose request com¬ 
mon carriers shall be required to put In 
switches or switch connections. Sena¬ 
tor Tillman had explained amend¬ 
ment* on which he thought it possible 
points of order could be made because 
of the presence of new* matter, but had 
not Included the amendment in ques¬ 
tion.

Mr. Foraker Dissents. 


Changing the Names. 

Congressman Burke, of Pennsylvania, 
has introduced a bill requiring Immi¬ 
grants with outlandish names, such as 
Golom blow ski or Vucomonovlc. to 
change them to something easy before 
being permitted to enter the country. 
The proposition has caused some ex¬ 
citement In Chicago, where unpro¬ 
nounceable names are very common. 
It Is held out that the ances¬ 
tors of these people in many 
cases have made their names 
illustrious, and that, anyhow. Immi¬ 
grants do not wish to renounce the 
names of their fathers. Besides, they 
are afraid it would be In the way of 
their Inheriting estates from relatives 
In the countries of their nativity. 

It would perhaps savor of tyranny to 
compel Immigrants to accept names 
that might be prescribed by Federal of¬ 
ficials, whose repertory 19 possibly none 
too fUJi. There ore already enough 
Smiths, Browns. Joneses. Johnstons, 
etc., and there would bo danger of in¬ 
creasing them, because they are easy 
and common. 

Nevertheless, there are many Immi¬ 
grant* whose names cannot be pro¬ 
nounced by Americans, and who have 
to choose between changing them vol¬ 
untarily or having them changed for 
them by the people of the country. 
Sometimes a change In the spelling will 
answer every purpose, and leave the 
pronunciation all right. A German came 
to this country whose name was spelled 
Reuter, but he called himself Ryder. 
As he settled among non-German* he 
was sure to be called Rooter by the 
masses. If he stuck to the old spelling, 
so he w*rote his name Ryder, and every, 
body was happy. Compromises of this 
sort are often expedient. 

It is pot necessary that Pobledonost- 
soff. for example, should be called 
Brown, but the people of America have 
not time to pronounce the whole of hi? 
name; they are too busy making 
money, or trying to make It. Let him 
call himself Poe. which Is a good name, 
and he can add on the rest whenever 
he takas a notion tn travel In Russia. 

The benefits that have followed Irri¬ 
gation In the West, whereby arid lands 
have been made fertile, quite naturally 
have drawn attention to the swamps, 
whose land* are useless because they 
have too much Instead of too little wa¬ 
ter. Just as the system of Irrigation 
has added wealth to the nation by mak¬ 
ing unproductive territory productive, 
so ought the draining of *wamp lands 
add more wealth. Florida, New Jersey. 
Virginia, Michigan, Minnesota, Illinois 
and other States have millions of acres 
of swamps. These are valueless now. 
Drain them, till them, sow them with 
crops, and millions of dollar* will be 
added to the national wealth. They will 
provide riches and homes for more 
American farmers. As a matter of 
fact, drained swamp lands ought to 
make more desirable farms than ir¬ 
rigated deserts. The *oll ought to be 
more fruitful. 

We reproduce this morning from the 
New York Times, a report of the 
proceedings of the great meeting held 
by the Reform Club In that city last 
Saturday night. The new campaign for 
Tariff Reform haa begun. Most of the 
leaders of the campaign, which began 
thirty year* ago. are either dead, or 
passed off the soene. New leaders have 
arrived. Of these none Is more nota¬ 
ble than Gov. Douglas, of Massachu¬ 
setts. and John Sharp Williams, of Mis¬ 
sissippi. who spoke at this meeting. Of 
the old guard, however,*Prof. Sumner, 
of Yale, was there, whilst letters were 
read from several of tho survivors. 
That the fight Is on In earnest need 
not be doubted, with good promise that 
the Issue of Reform will, soon or late, 
sweep the country, giving some assur¬ 
ance of carrying the next House despite 
the odds against us. 


When Mr. Tillman expressed the 
opinion that the conferees had not 
transgressed their authority In this 
matter the Ohio Senator dissented, 
saying the suggestion had been made 
In the Senate and had been voted down 
and that 1c was clearly new matter. 
He. therefore, thought the SenAte 
should bo told why the change had 
been made. Senator Tillman replied It 
waa because of **the tyrannical and 
outrageous conduct of the trunk lines 
In such cases ns that of the Red Rock 
Company In West Virginia.” 

Mr. Tlillman expressed the opinion 
that the only conference change 
against which a point of order will lie 
Is that extending for sixty days the 
time when the rate bill shall go Into 
operation. That, he conceded, was 
clearly out of order, but he said It had 
seemed necessary In view* of the gen¬ 
eral confusion that follpws an effort to 
carry the bill into Immediate effect. 

The report was then temporarily 
laid aside and the Senate took up and 
passed tho Naval Appropriation Bill. 
Returning again to the Railroad Rate 
Bill, Senator Foraker criticised the 
conferees on account of new matter, 
saying that the conferees were not 
legislators but mere Intermediaries. He 
Also objected to the change In the nntl- 
pass provision, making especial com¬ 
plaint of the elimination of the rail¬ 
road employes from the privilege of 
free transportation. Mr. Foraker found 
fault with ihe amendment prohibiting 
discrimination for or against passen¬ 
gers on account of color. He said sev¬ 
eral negroes had complained of the 
provision as a recognition of the ”Jlm 
Crow” laws of the South, but such 
had not been the Intention, the only 
purpose being to secure proper treat¬ 
ment for all where the “Jim Crow” 
system prevailed. 

« • • 

Bailey and Bacon Deny. 

Mr. Foraker having said that he had 
received complaints concerning the 
character of the railroad accommoda¬ 
tions supplied negroes In the Southern 
States. Senators Bailey, of Texas, and 
Bacon, of Georgia, denied that any 
discrimination Is practiced In their re¬ 
spective States in the character of cars 
supplied. 

Mr. Tillman said the amendment was 
the last yielded by the Senate con¬ 
ferees and expressed hope that the 
Senate would Instruct the conferees to 
Insist on Its amendments. 

Senator Foraker also returned to his 
contention that the rate bill was not 
necessary legislation, but that all that 
waa requisite was to strengthen the 
Elkins law\ He quoted a recent decis¬ 
ion of the Federal Court in Wisconsin 
In the matter of refrigerator cars put< 
ting an end to all devices for rebates 
on account of such cars and holding 
that railroads must hold strictly to 
their published tariffs. ”In view of 
this decision we hnve no more use for 
this legislation than a wagon has for 
five wheels.” he said. 

The matter whs still under considera¬ 
tion when the Senate adjourned. 


Frankfort. Ky.. June 5— [Special.]— 
The Judgment of the Jefferson Criminal 
Court In a base of William Taylor 
against the Commonwealth was af¬ 
firmed to-day by the Appellate Court. 
Judge Nunn handing down the opinion. 
The appellant was Indicted and con¬ 
victed In the court below of the crime 
of voluntary manslaughter, and sen¬ 
tenced to confinement for twenty-one 
years In the State penitentiary. The 
crime charged against Taylor was the 
killing of one Drewry Jones, commlwe.1 
on May 26. 1905. The killing took place 
on Tenth street. In Louisville, and was 
the result of a quarrel between the men 
because Taylor addressed himself to 
Jones’ wife, with whom he had no ac¬ 
quaintance.

Second 
division, In a case of the Louisville 
Home Telephone Company and others 
against John D. Gasper. The appellee 
secured Judgment In the court below 
for f 1.750 against the telephone com¬ 
pany and for $260 against A J Rressel 
for injuries sustained In an accident.

Frankfqrt, Ky.. June 5.—(Special.}— 
Motion for a writ of mandamus to 
compel Judge McCann, of the Lou¬ 
isville Police Court, to redocket the 
Sunday closing cases dismissed on the 
ground of unconstltutlonallty of 
Section 1303 of the Kentucky Statutes, 
was formally made before the Court of 
Appeals at to-day's session of that 
court, objected to by counsel for the 
Police Judge, and the court set the 
matter down for oral argument before 
the whole court on Thursday afternoon 
next at 2 o'clock. The motion wa* 
made by City Attorney Richards for 
Mayor Barth, and Judge McCann was 
represented before Ihe court by At¬ 
torney E>avld W. Baird, of the Louis¬ 
ville bur. The case was first set down 
for hearing at the regular session of 
court on Friday, but that arrangement 
Interfered with another case set for 
the same hour, und It was determined 
to have a special session of court 
Thursday afternoon.

For two hours the House worked un¬ 
der suspension of the rules, and tftkll 
the rest of the day was taken up with 
the passage of bills by unanimous con¬ 
sent. 

Hale Urges Expedition. 

Washington, Juno 5.—In the Senate 
to-day Senator Hale urged the Impor¬ 
tance of all possible promptness In the 
disposition of the appropriation bills. 
“This.” he said. “Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary If we are going to adjourn before 
the end of this month and. do the very 
best we may. It will be the very last 
days of the month before we can pos¬ 
sibly get thro ugh."^ _ 

ASSESSMENTS PASSED UPON 
BY EQUALIZATION BOARD. 


A manufacturing plant, thftt will 
eventually cover thirteen acres, without 
a smoke stack, and with every* machine 
driven by electricity, tells the story of 
the plan# of the Continental Car and 
Equipment Company, which has re¬ 
cently hought a site directly across the 
Louisville snd Nashville railroad from 
the Dougins Park track. 

“In this particular,” said N. B. Por¬ 
ter. the local manager of the company 
Inst night, “we will be unlike most 
manufacturing plants In the ooutitry. 
And l am Informed that there Is no 
other plant in this city of any great 
size that is entirely electrically equip¬ 
ped.” 

Work on the buildings will begin 
this week, and the plant will begin 
operations September 15. with about 
eighty employes. The ca pa city of the 
plant will be gradually Increased, and 
the plant enlarged until It will give 
work, when running nt maximum ca¬ 
pacity, to about 250 operatives and pro¬ 
duce 4,000 contractors' dump cars, be¬ 
sides miscellaneous Jobbing orders. 

The plant will be equipped to sup¬ 
ply Immediate orders In the beginning 
and will hove a floor space of approx¬ 
imately 32.000 square feet. When com¬ 
pleted. It is expected to occupy 200.000 
square feet. The principal products of 
the company are Continental dump 
cars, logging cars and Cuban cane 
cars. It supplies the trade principally 
in the South and Southwest. This 
company now operates a plant at 
Bloomsburg, Pa., and the home office 
of the company Is at 17 Battery Place. 
New York City. 

Mr. Boyle, when naked why Louis¬ 
ville had been selected for the location 
of this plant, replied: “We have been 
considering that question for a good 
many months, and had a great many 
things to consider. We took Into con¬ 
sideration the cost of labor, the prices 
of material and the location of the 
same, accessibility to our market, snd 
the distribution of our finished product, 
and the result is we have come to 
Louisville.” 

The property on which the factory 
will be built was bought from the 
Highland Park Land Company. The 
officers of the company are. President, 
McKinley Boyle; vice president. B. T. 
Gilbert; secretary. N. B. Porter. Mc¬ 
Kinley Boyle is a former Louisville man. 
and the son of 8t. John Boyle. 


Filed in Circuit Court Against Vio¬ 
lators of Sunday Law. 

Actions for the collection of fines for 
the Infringement of the Sunday-closing 
law were Instituted yesterday In the 
Circuit Court by Robert W. Bingham. 
County Attorney, and Robert J. Ha¬ 
gan. Prosecuting Attorney of the Po¬ 
lice Court. This step la permissible 
under the penal code, where the law 
against the offense Involved only pro¬ 
vides a fine. The suits are of the reg¬ 
ular common law variety, and will be 
assigned to the Common Pleas Courts 
for Jury trials. The guilt or Innocence 
will there be determined by the evi¬ 
dence adduced, and tho Jury after hear¬ 
ing the facts will decide accordingly.

Ex-Gov. Douglas* Speech. 


“We do not produce enough to make 
our own boot* and shoes. About 25 per 
cent, of all leather made In this coun¬ 
try Is made from Imported hide*. Could 
these and sol«* leather come In free of 
duty wo could not only make cheaper 
shoes for uuradve*. but we could In¬ 
crease our export business many fbld. 
For. strange to say, we now export 
more than $8,000,000 worth of shoes a 
year, handicapped a* we are by what 
we contend are onerous, unnecessary 
and unjust dutle*. 

“Under present conditions I am of 
opinion that the removal of the duty 
on hide* alone would not result In giv¬ 
ing u# lower prices for sole leather. 
The sole leather trust 1* now eaid to 
produce some 70 or 75 per cent, of nil 
sole leather produced In this country. 
According to the 1000 census. 15.838,802 
hides. <*ost!ng $77,784,780. were used in 
the tanning Industry. As the prices 
of hides are now about 30 per cent, 
higher than In 1900. the tanners must 
pay over $H>0.000.000 for hide*, even 
if they consume no more than in 1900. 

**A saving of 15 per cent., then, means 
to them increased profits of about $16,- 
000,000 a year. We maintain that if 
I the tanner*, by menn* of free hides, 
lsave $15,000,000 a year in cost of 
bather, this saving should be passed 
on to the manufacturer of shoe*. That 
we would pas* this saving along to 
the wearers of shoe* goes without say¬ 
ing. 

“I am convinced that by tbe removal 
of the needless duty on hides and sole 
leather the shoe manufacturers of 
this country could In a few years In¬ 
crease their export business by $100.- 
000,000 annually. 

“Largely because bf the tariff, as I 
believe, we have the tenement house 
►robletn In our cities. I favor legis¬ 
lation that will grant no special priv¬ 
ileges. that will give to eocb and every 
nmn that to wtfioh he Is fairly entitled; 
that will give no man more, because 
It gives no one less, than a *square 
deal.* - 

• • • 

Only a Candidate Needed. 

John fth.irp William* declared th.u 
the Democrats had never lost a fight 
when the tariff was the only Issue. 

•‘The party presents a united front 
now,** said he. “The tariff Is the over¬ 
shadowing issue, and victory wlH come 
if the proper candidate Is found.*' 

Wbo the man might be Mr. William* 
did not aay. It looked as If he were 
going to mention William J. Bryan, 
for he spoke of him in enthusiastic 
term*, but he named no one as the best 
candidate. 

He trained his sarcasm on Represen¬ 
tative John Dal tell, of Pennsylvania, 
and hrdd thAt Representative** tariff 
view* up to ridicule. The protective 
tariff he defined os “an institution by 
means of which rhe people of the 
United States hire their manufacturers 
to sell their products at a lower price 
In Europe than th^y bring at home." 

“I do not call it protection/’ said Mr. 
William** "I call H favoritism, for 
protection la a noble term, and is to 
be u««ed when one speaks of protection 
to the many. Is it permissible to 
prostitute the welfare of the whole na¬ 
tion to the revenue of a few Individ¬ 
uals? To levy a tax on all to add t.» 
the income of a few? 

“Where is the line of demarkation 
between the code of morals of the man 
who believes that It is right to tax 
all to the enrichment of the few, and 
that of the man who believes that It Is 
right to pass a certain ordlnaru*4 In 
New York city that will put money 
Into the pocket of some Individual?

Slogan for Next Campaign. 


Ex-Gov. Douglas spoke In part ns 
follows: 

“Massachusetts, like tho whole of 
New England. Is more remoto from the 
raw* materials, foods, and other supplies 
of this country than are other States. 
She is ai»'t niirg, eommtretally, to th© 
raw materials, foods, and other sup¬ 
plies of foreign countries than Is any 
other section of the United Htates. She 
I* also mure dependent than are most 
other section*. If Massachusetts could 
not obtain food from outside her bor¬ 
ders, she would starve and her mill* 
would stand Idle. 

“The people of Massachusetts are 
vain enough to think that In Indus¬ 
trial progress. In mechanical device*, 
in manufacturing processes, and in 
business methods generally, we cither 
lead the world or are In the front 
ranks Remove the protective tariff 
handicap and give us free access to the 
raw materials and we will hold our 
own, not only In our home, but In for¬ 
eign markets. Even assuming that 
protection is good for certain sections 
of the country, which Is absurd, we of 
Massachusetts are unwilling to be 
sacrificed upon the altar of high pro¬ 
tection We ar© selfish enough to want 
to continue to live. These are some of 
the reasons why Massachusetts is now 
the storm center of tariff revision. 

• • • 

The Duties That Oppress. 


“The specific duties that we want re- 
moved at the earliest possible moment 
those that constitute the minimum that 
will satisfy us and that we will con¬ 
tinue to demand of Congress, are the 
duties on hides, sole leather, coal. Iron 
ore, lumber, and wood pulp. 

“We want free coal for our homes 
and factories. The duty of sixty-seven 
cents on bituminous coal clearly pro¬ 
tects both the hard and soft-coal Trusts 
In New England territory. It cost* 
only half oh much to transport coal 
from Nova Scotia to Boston ns from 
Virginia or Pennsylvania, even when 
the railroads give us a ‘square deal.* 
With free access to Nova Scotia coal, 
the protected trusts would have to low¬ 
er their prices or lose our orders. As 
1 understand It. Canada has for year* 
been ready to tak© her duty off coal 
w hen w e take ouri off. Upper and Mid¬ 
dle Canada are ev«.*n more dependent 
upon Pennsylvania and other Central 
States for coal than are we of the At¬ 
lantic and Pacific coasts upon Canada, 
We export four or five times as much 
coal to Canada ns we Import from 
there. 

“We want free Iron ore to lave the 
remnants of the once Important Iron 
Industry of MasAichusetis and to make 
us less servllu subjects to the Steel 
Trust. The duty of forty cents a ton 
amounts to about 20 per cent, ad va¬ 
lorem. It Is sufficient to keep foreign 
ore from New England, except a trifle 
brought in as ballast. 

0 0 0 

Want Free Wood Pulp. 

“We want free wood pulp for many 
reasons. The duty of from It.07 to $© 
per ton is Indefensible from any point 
of view. R is largely responsible for 
our great newspaper trust, with Its mo¬ 
nopoly of our spruce woodland and of 
the water power available to this wood¬ 
land. Canada Is covered with spruce 
from Labrador to Alaska. Th© tariff 
on pulp protects the trust and greatly 
increaws the cost of paper. It is a tax 
on knowledge and civilisation. 

“We want free lumber, and want It 
badly. We need It In our business; wo 
need It In our homes; we need R to 
save our forests and streams. There Is 


‘T was Interested In the reading of 
the letters from Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
Watterson, and in the idea expressed 
by them—an Idea that was better ex¬ 
pressed by as good and grenj a Demo¬ 
crat, William Jennings Bryan—namely, 
that anti-protection should be the 
slogan of the next campaign. 

“I don't care under whose banner we 
go/* said Mr. William* of the next 
presidential campaign. ‘*1 want him to 
be honest, and a Democrat. Perhaps 
1 should not have said that, as this Is 
a non-partisan meeting. I do not mean 
a radical Democrat, or a conservative 
Democat—Just a Democrat, who be¬ 
lieves that all the sons and daughter* 
of this land should bear equal burdens 
and enjoy equal privileges.” 

“One of the lieutenants of our friends 
the enemy [laughter] rose in th© House 
to deny that goods of American manu¬ 
facture were sold more cheaply aboarJ 
than at home. We spent two days in 
furnishing proof to him. Then, like 
Ajax before the lightning, he was first 
struck dumb, and then turned and 
fled. 

“Then the gTand archangel, John Dal- 
xell, of Pennsylvania, undertook to 
prove that to sell at lower prices abroad 
was not only permissible, but righteous. 

"The American people ought to be 
thankful, he said In effect, that they 
were enabled to keep their manufac¬ 
turers busy so that they might sell 
goods cheaply to Frenchmen. Italians 
and Austrians and then recoup for their 
small profits abroad by making larger 
profits at home. 

“The apostles of the high tariff could 
not conceal the facts Anally — they 
couldn't keep on telling stories. You 
notice X say 'telling stories, * I am not 
indulging in White House language. 
[Laughter] I say they cannot tell 
stories any longer In defense of the 
system. 

• • • 

Never a Heal Surplus. 

“They tell us how the Mg surplus— 
the result of overproduction —has to be 
disposed of abroad. And of course, 
they say, a surplus has to be disponed 
of at lower price*. Now. there was 
never a surplus of anything, taking the 
world over. There might be a surplus 
of a thing wh*»n it was scllhig at a cer¬ 
tain price. But humanity as a whole 
lias never had enough to enl. to drink, 
to wear, to look at or to hear. The 
world has never been surfeited with 
food, clothes, music, bcuutlful pictures 
or anything else. 

“Cheapness makes consumption. If 
the manufacturer w|R sell at a fair 
profit, instead of seeking an exorbitant 
one. the volume of business will be Im¬ 
mensely Increased. We will got our 
necessities cheaper, and the manufac¬ 
turer will sell more of his product, and 
all of us will be happier,

“From all of which I derive this defi¬ 
nition of tho tariff: It is an Institution 
by means of which the people hire a 
manufacturer to sell goods to foreigners 
at a lower price than that for which he 
soils them to a homo customer. 

“If the Government needs the tariff 
money for revenue, I say give It. I be¬ 
lieve in th© Government** having 
enough money. In an efficient Govern¬ 
ment. a Government that will make in¬ 
ternal improvements, widen channels, 
protect public health. 

“But I do not want this tariff on steel 
to go into Mr. Carnegie’s pocket, this 
tariff on shoes Into the pocket of Mr. 
Dougins here, the tariff on cotton gin 
machinery to whoever may be the cot¬ 
ton glu king. 

“The steel people glory In th© fact 
that they can deliver steel on the banka 
of the Clyde at a lower price thun they 
deliver it at Philadelphia or Norfolk.

I know the conditions of your 
city here, and 1 know that the spirit of 
Socialism Is growing In It. And it ought 
to grow unless this criminal tariff sys¬ 
tem be abolished. No anti-protectionist 
can afford to argue with a Socialist. For 
the Soctalisf can say to him: 

“ ‘Let th© Government pay me the 
dollar, since It makes living cost m© 
a dollar, where It used to cost me fifty 
cents. Time was when 1 got $3.50 a 
day nnd It took-care of me. Now $5 
will not more than buy the same things 
that once I was able to get for $2.50. 
The Government ha# placed a tax on 
them to make them cost me more.* " 

Mr. Rainey spoke In part as follows: 
“We have In an Incredibly short time 
become a world power In fact; we are 
face to face with the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of that position. Within the 
Inst decade, with Are and sword and 
marching armies of men, we have 
planted our civilisation and religion In 
the Hku»t It Is too late now to criticise 
methods—we must meet conditions. 
While we hove, with force and arms, 
been widening our sphere of Influence 
until It has reached the other shore of 
the great ocean to the west of us, we 
have by more peaceful, and by better 
methods, many of us believe, extended 
our sphere of operations across th© 
great ocean to the east, until we are 
engaged In a struggle for the mastery 
of the markets of the Old World. 

“You cannot revise the tariff and pre¬ 
serve the protective principle. We must 
In order to preserve our national pros¬ 
perity. sell our goods to foreign mar¬ 
kets. W© are already confronted with 
retaliatory legislation by Newfound¬ 
land. Commercial agreements with 
Germany cannot much longer be main¬ 
tained. And on the other side of tho 
world. China with Its millions of con 
sumers Is threatening to close Its ports 
to Americans «nd American made goods. 
• • • 

Tariff Stability the Answer. 

•’When we call attention to the fact 
that our Industries no longer need pro 
cectlon, that they are selling goods 
cheaper abroad than they are selling 
the same, goods at home, the reply is: 
Tariff stability must be preserved.* 
When w© «.aJl attention to the threat¬ 
ened retaliatory men sores abroad the 
reply Is the same. When we call atten 
tlon to a possible deficit In the Treasury 
the reply is the same. We need, not a 
protective tariff, but a revenue-produc¬ 
ing tariff, so arranged that it will be 
possible for Americans to purchase the 
goods they make themselves. In our 
own markets, as cheaply as they can 
be bought in London or Berlin. 

“When industries have become firmly 
established It ought to be the proper 
time for th© party of Hamilton to re¬ 
turn to the teachings of Hamilton and 
to declare that the payment of sub¬ 
sidies to Industries long established Is 
Indefensible.** 

Prof. Will lain G. Sumner said In pirt: 
“We hear talk to-day about a rightly 
adjusted tariff It Is the constant ideit 
that Is presented to Congress. People 
say that the tariff should be rightly 
adjusted and that when It is adjusted It 
is going to prosper in Its beneficial op¬ 
erations. 

• “How can a tariff be rightly adjust© 1 
unless the Industries Stand still? The 
taxes stand still, but the Industries 
never stand still. New Inventions are 
continually coming in. but new Inven¬ 
tions and Improvements are Ignored by 
the protective tariff. 

"The system means that improper 
duties in our country have raised th© 
price of commodities in our market. Is 
It not remarkable that the price of 
commodities In this country is 30 per 
cent, higher or 40 per cent, higher than 
the price of the si.me commodities In 
countries of our owu grade?** 

Mr Warner was the tast speaker 
Mr Warner, after referring to pro¬ 
tection as a respectable form of bri¬ 
gandage. turned his attention to the 
subject of “Tariff For Revenue Only,” 
which he charactered as a tariff so 
adjusted as to give, incidental protec¬ 
tion to our manufacturers by a tariff 
so balanced against their greed tha* the 
Government shares with them the 
taxes their fellow -cl tlzens pay. 

“In fixing such a tariff." he said, 
“there is the same temptation to He. 
the same motive for bribery, the same 
premium on trickery, a# in the case of 
a tariff solely for protection/*

The negroes were 
then tried, found gutlty nnd sentenced 
to death, but on a technicality in the 
trial Judge’s Instructions, the Court of 
Appeal* granted new trials, which 
have now begun.

The result of Out Investiga¬ 
tion sustained my view of the cose, the 
majority of the committee reporting that 
no new facts and n«> n«*w evidence was 
developed during the hearing. I do not 
core .anything about the alleged factional 
fight, neither am 1 Interested In any way 
In Mr Stchlln. except to see him treated 
fairly and given a square detil Mr. Rlpy 
also misquoted my statement to the com¬ 
mittee In regard to [he binding p«*wer of 
the oaths administered 1 stated merely 
that under tin* charter of the School 
Board the chairman of the Grievance 
Committee was delegated with the power 
of administering oath* nnd that I did nut 
believe that this power could be delegated 
to anyone else.

"To show you what resource# are being 
resorted to. I can say that manufacturers 
a large supply of long-armed, 
old-fashioned mitt* on hand tne kind 
that suddenly went out of atyl© x few 
year* ago, have utillto-d these by weaving 
qew hands onto them

One Firm Buys Factory. 

"One of the big retail store* in New 
York was forced to buy a glove factory 
lit order to supply Its customer*, and then 
It was only partially able to do so. Kid 
glove manufacturers have been forced by 
the urgency of the demands of their cus¬ 
tomer* to turn out their product only 
partially cured and tb* result ha* been 
that they have not given satisfaction, but 
the demand ha* not abated at all. 

"Prices have soared till at present they 
are almost fabulous, being several times 
what they ever were before, and yet the 
quality ta not near up to th# former 
standard. Women come to us every day 
and offer us any price If w# will only 
get them the gloves. 

"I understand that the New York deal¬ 
er# no longer put the glove* on display 
In order that they may not be taken ad¬ 
vantage of by other dealers who would 
replace their own depleted atock from 
the supply of a rival. Thia could happen 
eaally. as there is no longer any standard 
of prices 

"We have no Idea bow much longer 
th# style will last, but probably a# long 
a* the scarcity doe#. At any rate we 
have more than quadrupled any former 
order we ever made for this style of 
goods.

ELEMENTS AID IN HOME¬ 
COMING PREPARATIONS 


False Work at Courthouse, Already 
Condemned. Blown Down by 
the Heavy WL:d. 


Tjie elements played a considerable 
ptun In the clearing away of the scaf¬ 
folding on the Jefferson street side of 
the courthouse yesterday morning, 
when the heavy wind blew down the 
chute that had been constructed to 
facilitate the removal of the lath, 
plaster and brick loosened in the n«- j 
pairing of the building.

Those 
who have had no experience In this 
work little realize the difficulty that 
confronts the committee which under¬ 
takes to secure accommodations for 
10,000 persons. No matter how excellent 
the entertainment provided, or how 
beautifully the city Is decorated, to per¬ 
sons who are not comfortably housed 
and fed the gathering Is a failure from 
their standpoint. The Committee on 
Hotels and Accommodations must, If Its 
work Is properly done, have prepared 
sufficient quarters for all who come, 
and unless the committee wants to 
bring down upon their heads the wrath 
uf the residents of the city, It must 
be careful not to arrange for accommo¬ 
dations for more visitors than ac¬ 
tually come. Their work must be done 
expeditiously and without confusion. 

Thus far the Home-coming Week Ho¬ 
tels and Accommodations Committee, of 
which James E. Dorlond Is chairman, 
has done Its work rapidly and excellent, 
ly. A system entirely different from 
that which has heretofore been followed 
has been adopted and Is giving satis¬ 
faction. Instead of printing a list of 
hotel*.!restaurants, boarding and lodg¬ 
ing-houses of th«* city and furnishing It 
to the prospective vl itors, leaving them 
to make thetr owm arrangements, the 
committee addressed a communication 
to the 7O.0U0 former Kentuckians w'hose 
names had been received prior to May 
15. Inclosing a blank on which those 
exj>ectlng to be here could ask for the 
accommodations needed. When these 
replies were received L. S. Caron, sec¬ 
retary of the committee, through a 
corps of solicitors which he employed, 
secured for each prospective visitor a 
room such as w'as desired.

CASE DISMISSED 

WITHOUT PREJUDICE 

J. M. Johnson Declines to Prosecute 
W. B. Ware on Embez- 
• Element Charge. 


W. B, Ware, of Henderson, accused 
of embezzlement of fund* collected by 
him as agent of the Provident Life 
Assurance Society of New York, wu* 
dismissed without prejudice In the Po¬ 
lice Court yesterday morning. Mr. 
Ware was arrested Monday on a war¬ 
rant sworn out by J. M. Johnson. 
State ngent of the society, who asked 
that the case be dismissed without 
prejudice for the reason that the al¬ 
leged offense, or offenses, had been 
committed in Hopkins and Webster 
counties and that much expense and 
delay would follow' attempts to get 
proper witnesses into the local courts. 
The motion for dismissal was made by 
Robert J Hagan at the Instance of the 
prosecuting witness. 

Mr. Johnson said that he had no 
knowledge at first hand #0 an to take 
the #tnnd hlmnelf, and added that he 
had the arrest made so that if he sub¬ 
sequently desired to prosecute the de¬ 
fendant he would be In a position to 
do so In the counties where It Is al¬ 
leged the offenses w'ere committed. 
Whatever further action may be taken, 
he said, w-ould be In Hopkins and Web¬ 
ster counties. The defendant w’ould 
not speak of the charge whirh had 
been made, but his attorney denied 
any guilt, saying that the society had 
advanced money to Ware for expenses, 
but that U had been repaid In full.
